INTELLIGENCE. 


N ational C onference o f C harities. 
The Secretary of tlie Howard Benevolent 
Association has received a circular letter 
from E. K. Highton, Corresponding Sec­ 
retary for the State of < 'alifurnia of the Na­ 
tional Conference of Charities and Correc­ 
tions, dated Alameda, Cal , May G, 1885. 
The circular states that the twelfth National 
Conference will be held at Washington, D. 
<’., June 1, 1885, and inviting communica­ 
tions and reports from all societies engaged 
in charitable and correctional work. The 
topics selected for discussion at the (’(infer­ 
ence are. ‘’ Prevention of Pauperism," 
"Preventive Work Among Children," the 
" Organization oí Charity," “ Proper Pro­ 
vision and Treatment for the Insane and 
for the Feeble-minded,” “ The Systems of 
Ixibor in Juvenile Reformatories,” “ Im­ 
migration and the best Organization and 
-Management of Prisons and Penitentiaries." 
It is desired that each State and Territory 
shall present a succinct report of its chari­ 
ties and correctional institutions, and the 
Governors of States and Territories have 
been invited to appoint official delegates. 
On the opening evening the delegates will 
be received and welcomed by the President 
of the United States on behalf of the na­ 
tion. The Conference will be held in 
Willard’s Hall, and the guests entertained 
at W illard’s Hotel. Phillip C. Garrett, of 
Philadelphia, is the National President. 
In connection with the above informa­ 
tion, J. C. Medley, Secretary of the How­ 
ards in this city, makes the’following com­ 
ments : " The report of the Howards in 
this city lias been already forwarded, and 
it is with regret that the officers are com­ 
pelled to report that the Association is on 
the decline—not in the degree of its use­ 
fulness according to means at hand, hut in 
the support it is receiving from the general 
public. 
It is the organization and main­ 
tenance of such institutions as the How­ 
ards that prevent pauperism and crime; 
and shall it go abroad lliat in the Capital 
city of the Golden State, in a land that ¡3 
said to be flowing with milk and honey, a 
local charity that lias existed for the past 
twenty-seven years shall now go down, and 
its charities and good works be known no 
more? Who will take care ot the poor 
unfortunates in our 
midst 
then?—the 
widow and the orphan, the aged and feeble, 
the sick and helpless—who will succor 
them then ’ Organized charity discrim- 
m»t« 
ires a feeling of reverence 
audconfidence in both he that gives and 
lie that receives, while promiscuous and 
indiscriminate charity works an injury 
both to the deserving and undeserving. 
The books of the Howards are open to the 
inspection of the public. I believe the 
Association has conscientiously filled the 
mission for which it was instituted, and it 
deserves the continued support of the 
public.” 


Bakwick’s Repoet.—At the noon Signal 
Service reports yesterday the barometer 
was rising along the Pacific coast, accom­ 
panied by a falling temperature and south­ 
erly winds, with clear to fair weather in 
California and cloudy to threatening and 
light rain in Oregon and Washington Terri­ 
tory. No rain had fallen from 1 o’clock 
yesterday’morning up to 110011 in this State. 
There was a sprinkle of rain during the 
afternoon at Sacramento. The 8 o’clock 
reports last night show a rising barometer, 
falling temperature and southerly winds 
prevailing and light rain falling in W ash­ 
ington Territory and Oregon, while for 
California the barometer was falling, with 
¡i generally rising temperature and south­ 
westerly winds, with generally clear to fair 
weather, except at San Francisco, where it 
was cloudy. No rainfall at any California 
Signal Service station yesterday afternoon 
except Sacramento, and there it was inap­ 
preciable. The total rainfall for the twenty- 
four hours ending at s o’clock last night 
was. for Tat.Kish Island. .2s of an inch ;

Shot H e r H u sb an d . 
About 5:30 p. M. yesterday a pistol sliot 
was heard in the residence of J. D. Smith, 
which is located on the south side of the 
alley between J and K, Third and Fourth 
streets.

M uguilicent W ater Supply. 
Much attention lias been attracted dur­ 
ing the past few days to the water supply 
lor irrigation purposes obtained by C. W. 
Reed from a well bored upon his place, 
known as the Reed nursery and fruit 
ranch, near the Sacramento beet sugar 
factory. A ten-inch well was bored at a 
point on the highest elevation upon the 
place, to a depth of upwards of 130 feet. In 
boring, several strata of alternating clay 
and gravel were passed through, and an 
inexhaustible supply of water obtained, 
which rises to within about ten feet of the 
surface. 
An eight-inch 
rotary 
steam 
pump has been provided and is run from 
G a. m to noon, and from 1 to G p. .m. daily, 
but without reducing in the least the sup­ 
ply of water in the well. 
The water 
is 
pumped 
into 
a 
reservoir 
and 
Irom there conducted in sheet-iron pipes 
over the entire ranch, whenever needed to 
irrigate young nursery stock, and also to 
adjoining ranches, where water is needed 
for irrigating purposes. W ith this well 
and the pump in use, the entire 2<K> acres 
in the Reed ranch can be irrigated to any 
extent desired, and still supply water for 
neighbors. The cost of fuel for pumping 
is only about 300 pounds of lone coal per 
day. * 
The special feature of interest connected 
with this new-found wealth of water is the 
suggestion already made, that right here at 
the limits of the city is apparently an 
ample supply of water, and easily obtain­ 
able for the use of the city. There would 
seem to be no doubt os to the supply, the 
main question being only as to the quality 
of the water. In appearance it is as cical­ 
as crystal, and by test made with use of 
soap, was found to be as soft as rain water. 
It is moderately cold, and looks, as it flows 
rapidly from the pump into the reservoir, 
extremely refreshing and inviting after our 
familiar experience with the ¡sacramento 
shekens. 
A large number of people from the city 
have been ont to see the well, with a vien­ 
to investigating the probability of the city- 
being able to obtain a supply of clear water 
from that locality. 
Yesterday Senator 
Booth, C. T. Wheeler, 0. W. Reed and a 
press representative visited the premises, 
and were highly pleased with the appear­ 
ance of the water and with the apparent 
inexhaustible supply which could readily 
be obtained for any purpose by sinking an 
additional number of wells, or increasing 
their size. It is understood that an analysis 
of the water will be made, to ascertain as 
to its actual purity, and it is very desirable 
that it should be done without delay, and 
by the city, if need be, for if the water is as 
pureas it appears and tastes, it can be made 
invaluable to the city.
